Viscount Stamfordham, , the 
King’s principal private secretary 
and confidential adviser, who re- 
cently underwent an operation in 
London, completed fifty years of 
service in the: Royal household 
this year. « 

As Captain Arthur Bigge, of 
the Royal Artillery, he was the 
officer deputed to accompany the 
late ex-Empress Eugenie of 
France to the scene of her son's 
death th Zululand. ‘This brought 
him under thevnotice of Queen 

Victoria, who rewarded him for 
his services by appointing him, 
in 1881, to be one of her grooms- 
in-waiting. oa 
_ He ‘had not held this position 
Jong before the Queen chose him 
to be her private secretary in suc- 
cession to Sir Henry Ponsonby. 
and he held this position until 
her death in 1901. He then pass+ 
ed into the service of the psesent 
King. 

Early at Work. 

Although Lord Stamfordham 
was in his eighty-first year, ‘he 
was as alert and vigorous as ever, 
and might dften be seen in’ the 
morning striding briskly along 
from his official residence in the 
precincts of St. James's Palace to 
his duties at Buckingham Palace, 
where was always eatly at work. 

It is uncerstood that he pro. 
posed to retire from Court ns soon 
as he had completed his “jubilec” 
there, and that the King had in- 
tended to bestow on him some 
tangible reward for his fifty years 
of faithful -service. .. The. King 
will miss his “right hand.” 

His work during the war period 
was of a particularly exacting 
character. Its full value to the 
King and the nation will probably 
never be completely realised by 
the outside world.

OPINION OF .THE 
EXPERTS. 


POSSIBLE CAUSES 


“NO FAILURE OF 
CONTROL GEAR. 


Rugby, Yesterday. 

The report on the disaster of 
the R101, which was destroyed 
in France when all but'eight of 64 
people on board perished instant- 
ly in flames, is unanimous. 

It offers no opinion on the 
future of airships, recognising 
that it is for others to determine 
whether the experiment should 
be further pursued, and it is de- 
voted entirely to the course and 
cause of the specific event. | For 
this purpose important features 
in construction and subsequent 
‘moditications and reconstruction 
of the vessel, together with the 
history of its former flights, are 
carefully examined. 


Definite facts, 


Discussing the cause of the dis- 
aster the Court startéd with a 
series of definitely ascertained 
facts which the inquiry estab- 
lished as follows:— 

When the watch was changed 
at 2 a.m. there was no cause for 
immediate alarm known to those 
in charge of the navigation of 
the ship,’ The vessel must have 
been ut Jeast 1,000 feet above the 
ground, The ground itself at this 
point is two orgthtee hundred 
feet above sea level. At 2 am, 
the elevator wheel wouldgtbe 
handed over to another -heficht 
coxswain, who would not at ‘once 
get the feel of the ship. The wea- 
ther was excecdingly bad, The 
ship in her trials had lost gas at 
an abnormal rate,, certainly by 
the wearing of the holes in the 
gasbags and perhaps through 
her valves when she rolled. . 

Failed to Keep Hebzht. -- 

‘On the Indian journey she nad 
rolled more than ever before, and 
had failed to keep the height as 
the Officer of Watch intended at 
an earlier period. If she was be- 
coming increasingly heavy, this 
could be counter-ucted by a suit- 
able lift of the elevator, but in 
very bumpy weather it would be 
more difficult to getect the rate 
and extent of th€ change. 

‘All her engines*had been run- 
ning satisfactorily at- cruising 
speed for a considerable time 
right down to 2:am.’

Descended Rapidly. 

In these’ circumstances. at 
about 2.5 her nose-dropped, and 
she-continued in this position for 
bout.

Her .pitch . downward 
was sufficiently severe to wake up 
a man who.was asleep in his bunk 
and to cause things to slide to the 
lower end of the smoke-room.

EMPIRE TRADE. 


“DAMAGING” : ACTIVITIES OF 
LORD BEAVERBROOK. 


Mr. St. Clare Grondona, an im- 
partia] student of Empire trade 
whose notable book, Empire Stock- 
taking, is “acknowledged by all 
Political parties—and in every 
Dominion—as being the most 
thorough review of Empire produc- 
tion and demand that has yet ap- 
peared, writes in the London Morn- 
ing Post: 

There is 4 _ disposition in some 
quarters to under-estimate. the 
damage that is being done to the 
cause of Empire Trade expansion 
by the activities of Lord Beaver- 
brook and his followers. ; 

People are being misled on all 
sides by a .‘peraistent campaign 


which ignores’ the physical and| 


economic facts of Empire produc- 
tion and demand; and I submit that 
the time is over-ripe. for this well- 
meant but pernicious .Dropaganda 
to-be checked. 

“The. only - important -. food-stuffs 
which. are. produced within the Em- 
pire In quantitles sufficient for: (or 
greater than) Jmperia) needs: are 
wheat and: other cerenla—excepting 
maize—tes, cocoa and coffee, and 
nuts and seeds for . expresaing oil.

:] supplies ' of’. ‘all other food-stuffs.

tury or legislative preference) 
we cannot buy from within the 
Empire beyond the Empire's 
actual eapacity to supply us. No 
informed person would Biggest | 
that the soil of the Empire is not 
physically capable .of producing 

* all our needs (ultimately), but we 
muet face actualities, while con- 
sidering potentialities in 
proper perspective. 

‘Reverting to wheat, of which” 
there is a super-abundance grown 
within the Empire, Canada is al- 
ready our chief individual provider. | 
Now of recent years the total value 


of our imports from that Dominion’; 


has exceed that af our total ex-! 
ports thereto by nearly £30,000,000 ; 
a year. Lord’ Beaverbrook ad- 
vocates that foreign wheat should 
be taxed while Dominion wheat 
should have the advantage of free 
entry. I have not heard that he 
would insist, before any such decid- 
ed preference were given to Canada 
(along with Australia and India) 
that a definite agreement should be 
entered into to safeguard this coun- 
try against- the adverse balance in 
her visible trade with Canada grow- 
ing progressively more unsatis- 
factory. In the absence of such 
an agreement, while the interésts 
of Canada would doubtless be well 
served by Lord Beaverbrook’s 
policy, the benefit that would ac- 
crue to Great Britain fs nof very 
clear, 
Well-being of The Péople. 

By noteworthy contrast the con- 
cern of the Conservative Party is 
primarily the well-being of the peo- 
ple of Great Britain; hence that 
Party -declines to undertake to im- 
pose a duty on foreign wheat in 
the absence of a definite reciprocal

| stufts are Canada und New Zealand. 
The Colonies’ contributions to our 
food supply—excluding sugar, tea, 
cocoa, coffee, certain «fruits, nute 
and seeds (for oil)~—are negligible. 


I submit that complete frankness 
as to the Empire's present lmita- 
tions {s essential, and that if we 
are to embark upon a concerted plan 
of Imperial development ond trade 
expangion, it must have its basis in 
a spirit of compromise on all sides; 
that is, as between producers, 
manufacturers, traders and con- 
sumers; as between political parties 
—in each ‘country of the Empire; 
and, ag between the various Géy- 
ernments in the Empire.
